Buck and doe deer both will be 
legal game during the regular deer 
season this year. 
The board of game commission­ 
ers Friday passed a resolution de­ 
claring an open season on both sex­ 
es of deer in the entire state from 
December I to December 15, Sun­ 
days excluded. 
"The bag limit shall be one deer 
per 
man.” 
the 
commission 
an ­ 
nounced. 
“In other words a hunter 
may kill either a buck or a doe 
No 
more than six deer of the combined 
sexes shall be taken in one camp. 
Anterless deer so taken shall weigh 
at least forty pounds with entrails 
removed." 
Valid in ail Counties 
A hunter's license issued in one 
county will be valid in all counties 
for gunning for both sexes of deer 
without a special charge. Special 
license and special fees both were 
elim inated by the 1931 legislature, 
which conferred power on the game 
commission to deciare an open sea­ 
son on both sexes at the same time. 
The motive behind the commis­ 
sion’s authorization is to balance the 
exes and r^ u c e the herds 
Sim ilar efforts to prevent dam ­ 
age to crops by deer and to remove 
disparity in the sexes has resulted 
in various special seasons on doe 
deer in the last decade. 
Farm ers Complain 
Com plaints by farm ers that deer 
were so num erous they damaged 


they w’ore too numerous. Three-day 
seasons, either in advance or after 
the regular season, were allowed in 
isolated townships, or counties in 
1923, 1924, 1925 and 1926 
Special 
licenses, limited in number, with 
a special fee, were required for hu n t­ 
ing in these special seasons. 
After the state was closed to 
shooting does in 1927, the commis­ 
sion learned the number of female 
deer greatly outnumbered the bucks. 
Fearing weakening of the herds, the 
commission protected all bucks in 
1928 and permitted does to be shot 
in fifty-four counties. 
Sportsmen, 
w*ho opposed .shooting females, ob­ 
tained injunctions which closed sev

Delivering what he called a "fare­ 
well address,” he said in the forty- 
three years he had been attending 
the conferences he never had seen 
one bishop so humble another 
Bishop Cannon said after the ses­ 
sion that Bishop Mouzon had sent 
him a telegram asking him not to 
come to the conference or to make 
a speech. 
He said his reference on 
the floor to a "farewell address” 
meant he was leaving the confer­ 
ence and returning to Washington.

CONJUNCTIVITIS 
Th»v conjunctiva is the covering 
membrane of the eye which is re­ 
flected off the eyeball onto the inner 
surfaces of the upper and lower eye­ 
lids. 
The conjunctiva is subject to irri­ 
tations from dusts, fumes and for­ 
eign bodies, and to various germ in­ 
fections. 
When the conjunctiva becomes in­ 
flamed we term the condition con­ 
junctivitis, sometimes adding an ­ 
other term to indicate the form or 
tyjx* of inflammation. 
Thus 
monocular 
conjunctivitis 
means th at the inflammation affects 
but one eye, and catarrhal conjunc­ 
tivitis describes both the form and 
the probable cause. 
Unless the inflammation is known 
to be due to some physical or chem­ 
ical irritant, it likely is due to an in­ 
fectious agent. 
Care should then be taken not to 
spread the infection to the other 
eye, if but one eye is infected, or to 
other persons. 
The infectious types of conjunc­ 
tivitis require prompt medical a t­ 
tention, particularly in the young. 
In new born infants, delay may cost 
the child’s eyesight. 
While awaiting medical attention 
or in caring for a mild non-infec- 
tious inflammation, the following 
points should be observed: 
Keep the eye clean and free from 
accumulated secretions. 
The eye 
may be washed with a warm boric 
acid or a warm saline solution—a 
teaspoonful of salt to a glass of wa­ 
ter. 
Do not cover the eye with any 
pads or shields which will dam up 
the conjunctiva secretions. 
Mild 
silver 
solutions, 
such 
as 
argyrol 5 per cent may be used, if 
care is taken to drop them gently 
into the eye. 
The 
silver 
solution 
should 
be 
washed out of the eye with a warm 
saline solution five minutes ar so 
after instillation. 
Burn all pieces of gauze, cloth or 
cotton used in washing or wiping 
the affected eye, and be sure to 
sterilize by boiling all utensils or 
instruments used in treatment.

H H E flags* of the Confederacy will always 
hold a place iii the heart of the Southerner. 
From the first Confederate national flag, thrown 
to the breeze with dram atic hope and sparkling 
confidence, to the last, designed 
under 
the 
shadow of impending defeat, they typify to him 
the courage and pathos of the lost cause, 


rl he history of the flags is one of almost con­ 
stant change and, i»eculiar as it may seem, the 
names of some of their designers—for there 
were three national flags and two others which 
were, 
perhaps, even 
more 
famous—probably 
never will be definitely known. 


Even such a brief period as the seventy years 
which have elapsed since the war has dimmed 
exact recollections—and blotted out much of the 
historical record. 
There have been constant 
and conflicting claims that this or that man or 
woman designed or made one of the banners. 
Some of these claim s are founded on real evi­ 
dence, some on local tradition which has per­ 
sisted through the generations; but many of 
them are absolutely fraudulent. 
e v e 


T h e I d entity o f tile man who designed the 
Stars and Bars, first national flag of the Con­ 
federacy, was firmly established by the Stars 
and Bars Committee, United Confederate V et­ 
erans, in a report given at tin* 1015 reunion at 
Richmond. 
This honor belongs to M ajor O rrcn 
Randolph Smith, ot lxjuisherg, N, C., who had 
made, by Mrs. Catherine Rebecca W mborne, of 
Pine Top, N. C\, the first model of his design. 
Dispatched to the Provisional Confederate Con­ 
gress in session at Montgomery, Ala,, it was 
accepted officially, displayed over 
the 
State 
H om e on M arch 5, I Hr»l, and duly recorded as 
follows in the Journal of Proceedings: 


The flag of the Confederate States of 
America shall consist of a red field with a 
white space extending horizontally through 
the center, and equal in width to one-third 
the width of the flag, the red spaces above 
and Indow to be of the same width as the 
w hite; the union blue, extending down 
through the white space and stopping at the 
lower red sj»ace; in hie center of the union 
a circle of white stars, corresponding rn 
number with the States of tile Confederacy. 


Major Smith s nude! is said to have embodied 
the idea of the Trinity, the three ta rs repre­ 
senting the church, the state and, i»eculiarly 
enough, since the newspaper profession is not 
usually so honored, the press 
The blue repre­ 
sented the heavens and the circle the stars, of 


equal size, a round-robin effect 
which was 
.started and discarded with all the national Con­ 
federate flags, were emblematic of the equal 
rights of the States.

T h e N a m e of its designer w as not established 
without a battle, in which many claim ants were 
involved. 
Finally the field w as narrow'ed down 
to M ajor Sm ith and Nicola M arschall, a por­ 
trait painter of distinction, who had made his 
home at M arion, Ala., and later at Louisville. 
The latter’s wbfe put forward the claim that he 
had designed the Star# and Bars and the evi­ 
dence on both sides was studied exhaustively by 
the committee, which found that “of statem ents 
personally made by the claimants, no evidence 
is submitted throwing a shadow of doubt on the 
accuracy of M ajor Sm ith’s memory, and much 
is given as to high character, hut very im por­ 
tant evidence is submitted impeaching the recol­ 
lections of M r. M arschall, who also claim s to 
have designed the Confederate uniform .” 
Incidentally, the latter honor, conceded to 
M ajor la m a r Fontaine, of Lyons, Miss,, was 
again established in the same report. 
The uni­ 
form was patterned after that of the Russian 
Kioski Cossacks regim ents, the bodyguard of 
Prince Gortschakoff, with whom M ajor Fon­ 
taine served during the siege of Sebastopol. 
A 
letter from him, preserved with a daguerreotype 
taken in uniform ten years Indore the Confeder­ 
ate States were formed, sjieaks of his appear­ 
ance before the Confederate uniform committee 
with his Cossack uniform , only slightly chang­ 
ed by the addition of the brass buttons of the 
State of South Carolina, with their palmetto

T h e S im ila r ity of tile Stars and Bars to the 
Stars and Stripes could not fail to arouse no­ 
tice and comment. 
Some of it was favorable, 
while some was exceedingly violent and bitterly 
satirical. 
The following excerpt from an edi­ 
torial in the Richmond Dispatch of December 
7, 1861, is expressive of the feeling which rose 
against its design: 


T he adoption of our present flag was a 
natural, but most pernicious blunder. 
As 
the old flag itself was not the author of our 
w rongs we tore off a piece of the dear old 
rag, and set it up as a standard. 
W e took 
it for granted a flag was a divisible thing, 
and proceeded to set off our proportion. 
So we took, at a rough calculation, our 
share of the stars and a fraction of the 
s trip s , and put them together and called 
them the Confederate flag 
W e were 
clearly entitled to from seven to eleven 
stars, and to three or four of the stripes. 


C o n t in u in g , the editorial touched upon one of 
the m ost serious objection s to this sim ilarity, 
one which later w as illustrated on the field of 
b a ttle : 


There is no case in history in w h ich broad 
d istin ction in the sym bols of the com batants 
w as m ore necessary than it has been in the

present war. 
O ur enemies are of the same 
race with ourselves, of the same color, and 
even shade of com plexion; they speak the 
same language, and are of like form ami 
stature. 
W e must rely solely upon symbols for 
distinction. 
The flanger of mistake is great 
after all jiossible precautions have been 
taken; sufficient attention has never been 
paid to this im portant m atter, involving 
life or death, victory or defeat. O ur badges, 
uniforms, flags, should be perfectly dis­ 
tinguishable from those of the enemy. O ur 
first and distant inform ation is dependent 
solely on tile flag.

H 
a r r i e d by so logical a storm of opposition, 
it was almost certain that Congress should 
eventually call again for flag designs. 
But in 
the meantime the Bonnie Blue flag nude its ap­ 
p a ra n c e without official sanction. 
This almost 
forgotten standard of the Southern cause rose 
to instant popularity by virtue of a song—one 
>f those songs which travel like wild fire through 
regim ents and arm ies in time of war. 
On the 
evening the vote on the Secession ordinance 
was taken H arry M acarthy, a popular Irish 
comedian, appeared on the stage of a crowded 
iiall in the Mississippi capital with a pretty girl, 
who carried a furled flag. 
H e commenced sing­ 
ing this verse; 
, 


W e are a band of brothers, and native to 
the soil. 
Fighting for prosperity we gamed by hon­ 
est to il; 
And when our rights were threatened the 
cry rose near and far— 
“ H urrah for the Bonny Blue flag which 
bears a single sta r!” 


As he came* to his dram atic finish lie changed 
the last line to, “ The single star of the Bonny 
Blue flag has grown to be eleven." 
T he girl 
shook out the folds of her eleven-starred banner 
and the vast audience rose to its feet, roaring 
approval. 
The Bonnie Blue Flag is a song with 
a defiant swing and it was used constantly dur­ 
ing the war. 
Even today it is well known in 
the South although the banner to which it re­ 
ferred has been all but forgotten. 
Tile flag, in 
fact, may have bean designed by M acarthy him­ 
self to fit the song and certainly it never a t­ 
tained any importance in its own right. 
* * * 


T h e B e st- k n o w n standard of the Confeder­ 
acy, the famous little flag, also was unofficial 
in its origin. 
It was created by the arm y itself 
as a result of an incident which dem onstrated 
clearly the need for a distinctive emblem. 
At M anassas on July 21, 1861, General Beau­ 
regard’s forces were in position opposite the 
Federals. 
It was a hot, dry day and a cloud of 
dust attended every movement. 
A new body 
of troops was seen moving tow ard the right of 
the blue coats. 
T he Confederate general’s eyes, 
strained in their direction to discover whether 
they were friend or foe, were thw arted by the 
smoke and dust and the breathless air, which 
left their flags limp and indistinguishable. 
The 
necessity of opening fire became more pressing 
with each moment if they were enemy troops. 
As uncertainty reached its most critical point, a 
sudden puff spread the colors to the breeze, re­ 
vealing to the thankful Confederates the Stars 
and Bars. 
* * * 


F o llo w in g this incident Beauregard discussed 
with General Joseph Johnson and other officers 
his determ ination that the troops should be led 
by “a banner so distinct that no doubt shall ever 
endanger the cause again 0*1 the battlefield.” 
Designs were discussed, and several were sub­ 
mitted. 
A t F airfax Courthouse in September, 


1861, the Southern Cross, or hattle flag was 
unanimously chosen and indorsed by the officers 
gathered there. 
C orrectly made, this flag is 
absolutely square, a red field upon which is 
imposed a blue cross bearing eleven white stars. 
Ladies of the South were urged in a pub­ 
lished address to send their red and blue silk 
dresses to Captain Selph, quarterm aster at Rich­ 
mond, and the flags were cut ami sewn by 
Southern 
ladies 
who 
volunteered 
assistance. 
Among these volunteers were the Misses C on­ 
stance and 
H etty Carey, of Baltimore,—the 
“Carey Invincible#," they were called as a 
tribute to their zeal in the Confederate cause. 
H etty had just been released from F o rt Mc­ 
Henry, where she was imprisoned for wearing 
a white apron with red ribbon—the Confederate 
colors—against orders.

M ay I, 1863, saw* the end of the S tars and 
Bars as the national Confederate flag with the 
provision of Congress 


that the flag of the Confederate States stall 
be as follow s: 
The field to be white, the length double 
the width of the flag, with the union (now 
used as the battle flag) to be a square of 
tw o-thirds the width of the flag, having the 
ground re d ; therein a bread saltire of blue, 
bordered with white and emblazoned with 
white mullets or five pointed stars corre­ 
sponding in number to that of the Confeder­ 
ate States. 


It is often called the Jackson flag. 
President 
Davis sent the first one to be unfurled on the 
staff which surmounted tin* capitol at Richmond, 
but it was not destined for that purpose. 
The 
accidental death of Stonewall Jackson at the 
hands of his own men brought tile new flag and 
the general’s body to the capitol almost at the 
same time. 
T h u s it happened tliat the first of 
the new standards of the Confederacy was used 
to enshroud the remains of one of its greatest 
heroes. 
The “Jackson flag" was not used in many 
land battles, but it was the only Confederate 
flag largely used at sea. 
At the peak of the 
Shenandoah it sailed all the oceans and circled 
the globe in what is called one of the m asterly 
cruises of history. 
But, though it had an hon­ 
orable career at sea the Jackson flag met even 
more opposition ashore than had the S tars and 
Bars. 
People said it was out of proportion, 
and would not wave properly. 
They complain­ 
ed that when it hung limp on the staff it looked 
disgracefully like a flag of truce, aud that it 
was too much like the British white ensign, 
e * * 


A n other C all for designs resulted in the 
flag’s alteration on M arch 4, 1865, in accordance 
with the design of M ajor A rthur L. Rogers, 
Confederate artillery. 
The width w'as made 
tw o-thirds of the length, and a broad red stripe 
down the right side took away the curse of ex ­ 
cessive whiteness. 
It was adopted so shortly 
before the surrender that it was never in use in 
the arm y, hut many were ready to be sent out 
from Richmond at the end of the war. 
It is interesting to note the effect of the Con­ 
federate flags, and especially of the Southern 
Cross, on the State flags in use today. Alabama, 
desiring to preserve in permanent form some 
distinctive feature of the battle flag, or Southern 
Cross, in 1895 selected a State flag which is 
exactily square like its model, bearing a red 
cross on a field or white. 
Florida's flag, which 
was not hoisted until 1899, also bears a read St. 
A ndrew ’s cross on a white field, but is not 
square, ami has a round center design. 
M is­ 
sissippi’s banner, also designed after the war, 
has in the upper corner next to its staff an ex­ 
act replica of the battle flag, which other States 
seem to have affected, but less conspicuously.
